Gover- 
nor Sparks stated that Patterson at- 
tempted to bribe him to allow a bill 
to IH- parsed paying Sparks S10",0(in 
for the Mayberry ranch, on which 
Patterson proposed to move the asy- 
lum 
Sparks refused, and Patter-ion 
resigned as superintendent of 
the 
asylum two wcekd later. 


Governor Sparks stated that lie has 


been a frieiul of Patterson for years, 
and his voice broke when he 
re- 
ferred 
to 
the treachery of a man 
whom he supposed his frienO. 
As the tirade of Patterson also in- 


eluded 
Attorney-General 
Sweeney, 
Governor Spark.-, defended that offi- 
cial against the charges made against 
him before ne sat down. 
George Bartlett rose to a question 


of privilege, and stated that his op- 
ponent, O. J. Smith, has been declar- 
ing that he. Bartlett. has referred to 
the miners of the state as a "few 
measly prospectors." when 
talking

domain. 
]Jartlett issued a challenge to Smith 
to appear in joint debate on any plat- 
form in-die stau-«nd to make good 
that assertion. 
He decried the

He stated that when Bclknajt came 


up for nomination the fu.-i.m plat-

National Irrigation as a Social Problem 
T 


HE Pacific Monthly of September contains- 


a special irrigation edition to which many 


of the prominent men who have been identified 
with irrigation contributed. 
The leading article 


was one, entitled "Irrigation as a .Social Prob- 
lem," by .Senator Xewlands, in which he takes m; 
thc question as to whether the government can 
successfully enter into what has been regarde.l 
the domain of private enterprise. 


This article has been commented, u]>on vcrv 


extensively by the principal newspapers of thc 
east, such as the Boston Herald, and others. W- 
give it in full. 


It presents an intcrestir^ discussion as to 


government ownership and the advantages of 
collectivism in the development of our country. 


The passage of the .Reclamation Act marks'the 


commencement of an important epoch in American 
legislation. 
The- national {joverniveiH, under this 


act. for the first timo went into busines;—a busi- 
ness in which all the people weru stockholders, and 
of which all the people wero tn be the beneficiaries. 
Prior to that time, whenever government participa- 
tion in business was sufrsestcd. it took the form of 
government subsidy to great corporations about to 
enter upon enterprises, of magnltyde that were sup- 
posed to be for the public food. 
Steamship lines 


were subsidized, the bonds or railroad corporations 
wore guaranteed, and largo erants of public lands 
were made to them. Taxes were imposed upon im- 
ported goods in order to enable the manufacturers 
of domestic goods to receive a larger price. 
In all 


this legislation capital was made the beneficiary, 
upon the assumption that aid given to private capita! 
would eventually filter down to the masses of the 
people. 


The Reclamation Act was n great .piece of social 


and business legislation which disregarded entirely 
the intervention of private capital, and utilized the 
public property and the public mjmey for a business 
umlcrtuking intended to be of the widest .application 
and benefit. The grunt public domain with its vast 
regions of hidden and exposed wealth—wealth of 
iron, of coal, of timber and of soil—had been largely 


disposed of. part of il wisely under hnmrstcad ]&\\ < 
dividing the rultiv.iU'blr- lands into small holdings 
and promoting the creation of individual homes; 
part of it unwi«cly, p -nnlttlng the aggregation of 
\a.st arras of irrigable tic-sort lands, of timber lands, 
of coal lands and iron deposits to drift into the hands 
of great and 1'arsighti '1 monopolies. 


After a Ions struggle it. was determined, so far n« 


the arid lands—appaicmly the most worthle-ss of all 
—were concerned, to withhold them from this waste- 
ful policy of consolidation and monopoly. 
H was 


determined that the nation collectively should enlir 
into the business of reclaiming these lands, of build- 
ing the great storage and irrigation works necessary 
for such reclamation, of dividing these lands into 
small holdings, each of such acreage, to he deter- 
mined according to the productivi-m «s of the soil, 
as would support a family, and of selling such hold- 
ings to norm-seekers and home-makers for th,- men- 
cos-1 of reclamation upon lout time and liberal terms. 
The nation was to furnish the capital, thc- nation was 
to do the work, and ownc-r.-hip was to be ultimately 
VL-sted in large numbers of small proprietors, upon 
terms just to the nation and rtgardful of the self- 
respect of the individual. 


A reclamation fund was creatcc from the pal.i of 


public lands, a revolving fund, to be used over and 
over again in accomplishing its beneficent purpose. 
The moneys expended in the first place in the com- 
pletion of great project.-; were to bc returned to the. 
fund by purchasers of the lands reclaimed, and used 
over again in similar projects. 


After thn disposal of the major portion of the 


lands in each project., the irrigation works were to 
pass under the management and operation of t h ^ 
owners of the land irrigated thereby, but the reser- 
voirs and the works necessary for their protection 
and operation were to remain in the government. 
Thus, collectivism was employed gradually to pro- 
mote individualism, the nation retaining the* owner- 
ship and control only of those great reservoirs upon 
whose future enlargement might depend tho further 
expansion of reclamation. 


This great work was put under the control of the 


Geological Survey, a. scientific branch of the Interior 
Department, composed of men who had for j-i-ars 
been making a study of the earth's surface in all 
that related to geology, topography nn(T stream meas- 
urement: a service entirely disconnected from poli- 
tics, and composed of trained and educated men 
whose ideals lifted them above mere commercialism, 


and mad-.- good service for the whole people their 
hishe.-,t ambition. Power wj.s given to the Seoietary 
of tin- Interim- to determine what projects were 
practicable, and to < nt.-r without further authority 
upon immediate construction. 
Thorp were to be no 


delays in appropriation, no delay.-, in construction 
and no limitations upon the powers of the secretary 
except that the works should he completed by con- 
tract, and that no contract should be let unless the 
moneys for its payment wcrc in the fund. 


Under this act nearly $30,000,000 has been paid 


into the reclamation fund, operations have been com- 
menced in thirteen States and three Territories, 
inormous projects are now under process of con- 
st! nction, and the triumphal completion of one was 
celebrated iu Xeiada last >c-ar—within three years 
after the passage of the act. The work has been 
done with quickness, with efficiency and with hon- 
e-sty; not a breath of scandal thus" far ha.< tainted 
any of the work entered upon. 


The act was careful to guard against monopoly 


of the great arid domain now in the ownership of 
the Government. It guarded against monopoly by 
providing, as to the land reclaimed, that no grant 
should be made for more than 100 acres. Thus the 
concentration in single ownership of land reclaimed 
by the Government was avoided, and the menace of 
land monopoly averted. 
As to the land In private 


ownership coming within the beneficial operation of, 
this act, it was provided that no water right for 
more than 160 acres should be granted to any pro- 
prietor of land within reach of the irrigation project. 
-Such a proprietor may have thousands of acres of 
land, but he can only get a water right from the 
Government for 1RO acres, and the application of 
water from Government ivorks upon va-st areas 
held in single ownership can only he secured by 
division and sale of the- land into small holdings of 
not more than 360 acres. 
So this act guards not 


only against monopoly of arid lands in the future, 
but destroys existing monopoly, and is gradually dis- 
integrating these great holdings without injury ti? 
the proprietors and with benefit to the entire country. 


Doubtless in the near future the reclamation str- 


vice. in laying out the public lands under the various 
projects, will provide for well planned towns in 
which the owners of the. adjoining farms will gather 
for social, educational and religious purposes. 
In- 


tensive cultivation, which irrigation facilitates, will 
so promote small holdings as to enable the- residents 
of these towns to bc within easy reach of their farms. 


Reservations will be made for schools, libraries, 
churches and public squares. 
Water, sewerage and 


electric light systems will be planned and provided, 
and thus, farm life will lose much of its unattractive- 
ness and isolation. Our frontier towns will not be, as 
heretofore, accidental growths devoid of comfort 
and attractiveness. 
Collectivism will be employed 


with great economic advantage in comprehensive 
plans covering town development, sanitation and 
architecture, and ending in the individualized home 
near the outlying farm, associated with all the ad- 
vantages of religious, educational and social life. 


How much bettor is such legislation than the old 


form of legislation which would have regarded 
private capital as the only means of conducting such 
enterprises, and which would have resulted in the 
disposal of vast areas of arid land to great corpora- 
tions for tho purpose of facilitating them in the con- 
struction of the storage and canal projects necessary 
for their reclamation. 


The successful administration of the Reclamation 


Act, now apparently assured, will bc an object lesson 
to the people of much that can be accomplished by 
thc nation which has hitherto been entrusted to 
private enterprise. 
It will encourage the spirit of 


co-operation through national action, as opposed to 
the spirit of combination through individual action. 
Already tho Senate has passed a. bill withdrawing 
public timber lands from sale, and providing for the 
sale of stumpage, the proceeds to he applied, partly 
to local schools and roads, and partly to the reclam- 
ation fund. 
The Public Lands Committee of the 


House has not yet approved the bill, but it will 
doubtless pass the House if reported. 
Wo will next 


have the withdrawal of the iron and coal deposits of i 
the country from private entry. 
The nation will 


retain the wealth it now owns, and will administer 
it wisely in the interest of all. The modern tendency 
towards combination and consolidation which has j 
drifted the anthracite coal fields into the hands of | 
a few corporations largely identified with transpor-; 
tation, and which has led to the gradual consolida-' 


! tion of the bituminous coal fields and of the great i 
\ iron deposits of tho West, formerly part of the public 


j domain and belonging to the whole people, will be 


j checked.

! towards the division of Government lands into small 
j farms for individual homeseekers, but the great 
timber reserves, the coal reserves and iron reserves, 
now constituting a part of tho public domain, will be 
.held by all the people for all the. people.

All this means the gradual adaptation in Gov- 


ernment of what is wisest and best in. the new social 
theories that are attracting so much attention". It 
will not mean communism, it will not mean social- 
Ism, it will not mean anarchy, mistakenly regarded 
by so many as the synonym of communism and 
socialism. 
It will mean thc destruction of private 


monopoly by a wise compromise between individual- 
ism and collectivism. It will mean that the people 
will no longer endure the ownership of the great 
steel highways of the country' by private corpora- 
tions, if they become convinced that equality of 
service- or reasonableness ot rates cannot bc secured 
so long as a private interest collects the toll. 
It 


will mean that just as foreign commerce is to be 
promoted by such Government undertakings as the 
Panama Canal, so domestic commerce will be pro- 
moted by Government improvement in'our water- 
ways. The Great Lakes will be connected with the 
Ohio, the Mississippi, the Missouri, the Gulf, and 
the expanding oceans by a Government canal only 
100 miles long, connecting Lako Erie with the Ohio 
River. • Thc spirit of co-operation will gradually 
concentrate thc whole machinery of transportation, 
whether by water or by rail, in the ownership of 
great corporations, and then, if private greed makes 
equality and reasonableness of service impossible, in 
Government' ownership itself. Transportation is nt 
the very basis of commerce. A proper transportation 
system Is as essential to commerce as a proper money 
system, and the nation will seo to It that neither 
falls Uiuler the control of monopoly. 


Co-operation through the agency of great cor- 


porations has done much for modern development. 
This form oC co-peration will be supplemented by 
Certain frms of co-operation through Government. 
Tho collectivism of the corporation will not be done 
away with, but It will not monopolize the field of 
effort. 
Collectivism through Government will have 


its part to play. 


We are on the eve of great movements Intended 


for the- advancement of man. 
The public service 


will constantly improve, the public servant will ad- 
vance in 
efficiency, in disinterestedness 
and in 


patriotic integrity. The Government will not simply 
be a machine to rule, but it will be .1 machine to 
administer, and the constantly increasing intelligence 
of the voters of the country will se:i lo it that such 
administration of government by all the people will 
be for the best-interests of all tho people.
